IV. For ſeveral Nations as uſed to have all their Leather 


ready curried from Great-Britain, are now forced to take it rough 


and undreſt, by reaſon one is intitled to a Draw- back, and the 
other is not, the conſequence of which is, it puts other Nations 


upon a neceſſity of currying their own Leather to ſave the Duty, 
one being allowed a Draw-back and the other none. 

V. So it is humbly hoped that Hides 21d Skins ready curried 
may have the ſame Liberty of a Draw-back upon Exportation, 
as rough or undreſt Hides and Skins are intituled to, and that 
Perſons abroad as want Hides or Skins ready curried, may not 
be forced to have them from hence rough or undreſt, to curry 


them in a forreign Country to the ruin of our Workmen, and 


no advantage either to the Crown, or the Perſons concerned in 


tanning or dreſſing the ſame, by reaſon the Exporter is at liberty 


to ſend which he pleaſes, and as his occaſions moſt requires; 
all which is humbly ſubmitted to the Juſtice and Wiſdom of 
this Honourable Houſe.

N. B. That one Hundred Weight of Rough; or Undreſt, 


: Hides. or Skins when Curried, will loſe one Fifth Part of 
Weight, when Dreſt or Curried, notwithſtanding the increaſe 
of Liquor; and that Her Majeſty receives the Duty when they 


are rough or undreſt, and if a Draw-back be allowed upon 


dreſt or curried Hides, or Skins, there can be no Fraud commit- 
ted in the Duty by wetting of the Leather upon its Exporta- 
tion, it being prejudicial to the Leather when dreſt, and takes off 
the Beauty of it.
